AT thf* dinner table, around 
the nreside ( • kitchen stove, or 
In any other room where the fam­ 
ily most often loll together, many 
statements are made and accept­ 
ed as true, that were not read In 
a newspaper, magazine or book; 
not heard on the air or from an­ 
other person. The member of the 
family making the statement 
bases this statement on some­ 
thing he has observed or some­ 
thing else he has heard. For 
example, Mrs Sclwix says at the 
dinner 
table, "Farmer 
Moore 
must have a sick cow. I heard 
Mrs. Moore on the party line call­ 
ing the veterinarian to come out 
as soon as he could.'’ Not hing was 
heard about rows Yet a1! the Sci- 
nix family know that the only 
livestock the Moores have are 
rows They accent the statement 
Ivy Mother Sclwix as a fact and 
shift to some other topic of con­ 
versation. 
Of course, such statements are 
sometime* Incorrect because the 
person making them does not 
ii ive sufficient grounds. Indeed, 
many such statements made and 
believed during the everyday con­ 
versation In the family are false. 
In Family Circle 
It can be great fun for the chil­ 
dren over six or aeven and their 
parents tor their teachers) to ob­ 
serve together the kind of con­ 
clusions often arrived at In th* 
family circle, In which the person 
making the statement derived It 
from something else he had aren 
or heard. The following samples 
may be good materials for dis­ 
cussion In the family or school 
group. 
I. Last night Mr Svst Jumped 
out of bed, turned oil the light 
anil ran to the next room. From 
there he called to Mrs. Svat. ‘ The 
roof ta leaking ” How could he 
have known the roof was leak­ 
ing? 


f. "You children m ust have 
been running," said Mrs. O'Brien. 
But she did not see them running 
and nobody had told her. Then 
how could she know? 
S. "Well, Jim, I see you have 
been eating berry pie,” said his 
mother. How could ahs have 
known he had without seeing him 
eating it? 
4. "A deer w ent down this road 
last night,” said Mr. Sweeney. 
How could Mr. Sweeney know? 
Nobody had seen the deer. 
5. "I wonder who has come to 
visit us,** said the father to his 
daughter as they were driving up 
by their house. What could have 
made the father say this? 
a. "It rained last night," said 
Orson. But he did not hear or see 
It rain and nobody told him it had 
rained. Then how could he have 
known? 
In a classroom or fam ily group 
there Is an opportunity to point 
out that we often m ake serious 
m istakes in this kind of reason­ 
ing (from Inference). A few ex­ 
amples: 
I. Toby can’t have a very hap­ 
py home, his hands and face are 
so often dirty. 
a. The McCoys must be very 
poor, aa Mr*. McCoy makes most 
of the children’s clothes. 
S. Somebody 
at 
that house 
must have done som ething bad. 
We saw a policeman go In there 
today. 
Children win enjoy nam ing 
sim ilar Instances of bad reason­ 
ing and some of good reasoning. 
Or they m ight observe when 
som eone In th e fam ily reasons 
(from Inference) In sim ilar ways. 
Such m atters are of special In­ 
terest to high school boys and 
girls. They can prove good m eans 
of bringing oat the lonely timid 
youth. (My bulletin, "The Lonely, 
Timid Youth" may be had In a 
stamped envelope sent me in care 
of this paper).
